STATE HEALTH STATISTICS 


Increase of Pulm onary Aff.-ctions the 
C 
Feat ure. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 15.—A synopsis 
of the report of the state board of 
health for the month of January, is­ 
sued today by Secretary Hurty. shows 
there was a decided im provem ent in 
the health of the state as compared 
with the month of January, 1901. The 
num ber of deaths iu January, 1902, 
was 2,829; in January, 1903, the deaths 
numbered 3.450. 
The report shows 
the greatest mon ality was among the 
old people who have been unable to 
withstand the severe January w eath­ 
er. 
Death claimed nearly 1,000 peo­ 
ple over 60 years of age in January. 
The month has been severe with those 
afflicted with pulmonary troubles, as 
the number of deaths compared with 
January last year from consumption 
show an increase. 
There has, how­ 
ev er been less diphtheria and Influ­ 
enza. 
There have been 427 deaths 
from pneumonia during the month, 
which exceeds I Le num ber from this 
disease during January, 19 I. 
It is 
considered surprising that there was 
also an increase 
in typhoid fever. 
The southern part of the state shows 
a higher deatn rate than either the 
central or nar hem part of the s ate

Berlin, Feb. 16.—The Berliner Neu- 
aste N achrichten devotes & leader to 
the departure today of Prince Henry 
and wishes th a t his enjoym ent of 
American hoapitaiity be not interfered 
with. 
"The mission upon which the 
prince goes as the representative of 
Em peror W illiam." says the paper, 
"is in no sense political, in spite of 
the political character imputed to it 
in unfriendly quarters, in order to cre­ 
ate divisions 
among the American 
people and spoil the viait. 
The visit 
of Prince Henry is intended for the 
whole A mei jean people, and not mere^ 
ly for the German 
element in the 
United States. 
No sensible German 
statesm an

Americans other than good American 
citizens. 
The practical sense of the 
Americans has frustrated all attem pts 
through political m aneuvers to de­

P rp -e n c c o f th e F a ir Sex a t th e P o lls 
Is D iscu ssed . 
W ashington. Fen. 15.—A trio of men 
speakers, all of whom an- earnest ad­ 
vocates of woman suffrage, were the 
speakers at the evening m eeting of 
the national woman suffragists' con­ 
vention last night, the program being 
devoted to “An Evening with the New 
Man.” 
They included Oswald G arri­ 
son Villards of New York; Civil Ser­ 
vice 
Com m issioner 
David 
Dudley 
Foulke of Indiana, and John S. Cros­ 
by of New York. 
Mr. Viiiards' talk dealt with the sub­ 
ject of women in the New York muni­ 
cipal cam paign of 1901, and he gave 
a very interesting account of the work 
done by the woman's cam paign com­ 
mittee. which he held was a potent 
factor in bringing about the defeat of 
Tammany, 
He said women w ere no 
longer held up to scorn and indigna­ 
tion for their activity in politics; their 
work had been on the side of honesty 
and decency and there was every en­ 
couragem ent for them to proceed in 
their effort 
to obtain the suffrage 
which is due them and would come to 
them. 
Mr. Foulhe expressed his warm in­ 
terest in the woman suffrage move­ 
ment and he devoted some tim e to a 
discussion of "The Just tea of It.” 
He 
said the w ider woman field was ex­ 
tended the better mother, the better 
wife she becam e. 
The home life was 
the better in consequence of it. 
Wo- j 
men engaged in adm inistering affairs. 
he argued, showed that they were the 
equal of men, and in the cases of the 
world's rulers the general record had i 
dem onstrated the fact that w here wo- j 
man had been the ruling sovereigns 
they had done better than men. 


He severely scored Secretary Hay and 
declared that if Lord Pauncefote had 
sought, as was alleged, to circumvent 
us during the war of 1898 tho sooner 
he was shipped across the seas the 
better.

The death rate in the country over 
the death rate of the cities was 3.3 
for the entire month.

in the cities from consumption is as 
usual higher than 
in the country, 
which in a way bears out the theory 
of the physicians who expatiate much 
on the benefits of fresh air. The state 
board has adopted a policy of sending 
a circular to every home in which 
there has been a death from consump­ 
tion, typhoid fever, diphtheria or scar­ 
let fever. The circulars treat of m eth­ 
ods for prevention of these diseases, 
and it is thought they are accom plish­ 
ing much in the way of educating peo­ 
ple as to preventative m easures.
